WASHINGTON,'May .25.—A neutral- 


proclamation by the United Slates, 


covering the entry of Italy "in-the Eu- 
ropean war was published today by the 
state department under date of May 24. 


The proclamation cautions American 


citizens. .th^t.."the,la.ws-and. treaties of 
the UrjU&d.^tatgK^withoul^nterferins 
with tnif'f'reS ftxprfission'"ovo'plnion find 
sympathy, or with tho commercial man- 
ufacture or sale of arms or munitions 
of war nevertheless. Impose upon "all 
persons who may he within'their terri- 
tory and jurisdiction the duty of im- 
partial neutrality during" the existence 
of the contest."

ITALY'S PART 


The entrance of hnly into the world war breaks flic triple alliance 


which lias been in existence since 1882 and adds another formidable foe 
to the long list of nations which are striving to defeat the Teutonic 
allies. At no time was Jtnly wavering towards ihc siile of the Germans. 
It was Italy's contention that (lie war entered upon by Austria against 
Serbia -was one of aggression rather than rlet'i-nse and that this fact 
relieved Italy from her treaty obligations. 
The Italian government sought 


apparently fo maintain neutrality, while negotiating with both sides for 
territorial advantages, but the Italian people showed unmistakable signs 
of rising against the king and parliament, if Italy had longer refused to 
takb sides against Austria and Germany. 
Italy is, therefore, in the war, 


to stay to the finish, and the world is anxiously waiting for the first 
movements of new campaigns. 


Italy is no inconsiderable foe, and her entry adds immensely to the 


strength of the allies. 
Her purpose is n highly inspiring one—io the 


Italian people—and well calculated to create the strong national spirit 
which is shown to be one of the greatest essentials to success in this 
conflict. 
Italy purposes Io gain by force what she failed to secure by 


diplomacy—possession of "unredeemed Italy," a strip of territory, Italian 
in sentiment but nominally Austrian near Hie head of the Adriatic. 
She 


has long coveted this territory wh'ich includes Trent and Trieste. 
In 


ancient days these states were Italian and the people are 
Italian in 


everything but government. Italy also desires other territory, east of ihc 
Adriatic and elsewhere. 


At the present time it is estimated that Italy has about one million 


men, first line troops, ready for action, with a reserve of over another 
million. There are also over a million trained men who nre exempt from 
military service but who could he called upon in an emergency, and 
many volunteer organizations. 
Her total war strength is computed at 


4,000,000. Since the beginning of the war she has made extensive prepara- 
tions in equipment of every description am! military experts of American 
papers speak in the highest term's of the efficiency of her artillery. 
Her 


siege guns and machine gnus are said fo be 
the best in Europe, 


and she has a powerful fleet in command of the famous and popular duke 
of the Abruzzi, including thirteen great battleships, nine armored cruisers, 
thirteen protected cruisers and a large fleet of destroyers and torpedo 
boats. 
She has also 25 submarines, which: will probably be used with 


effectiveness in the Adriatic and i n ' t h e Dardanelles. 
Great stress is laid 


on the fact that most of the Italian generals and many of the soldiers of 
the first line and reserve .troops have seen actual fighting, and have 
proved their worth as good fighters. 


There is a great deal of uncertainly as to the complexion this latest 


phase of war will lake in the next few- weeks. 
Italy seems anxious to 


hurl a strong force into Austrian territory, and it was feared by many 
(hat Germany would disregard the neutrality of Switzerland and aid 
Austria wifh a strong invading force like that which invaded 
Belgium. 


There is no immediate likelihood of this, however, though the guarantees 
of Germany to the Swiss government cannot be regarded as reliable or 
final, under the circumstances. Whichever side takes the strong offensive, 
the Sghfing will be heavy and stubborn; battles will have to be fought in 
the mountain passes and' the strongest preparations have been going 
on for months. 


The moral and indirect effects of Italy's participation in the war 


will be undoubtedly great. 
H may influence Rumania and Greece to do 


likewise, and it will cut off from Germany many opportunities of getting 
ammunition and supplies. 
Meanwhile Germany is backing Austria in the 


deliberate preparations which their opponents declare to be the last word 
in thoroughness and efficiency, and though peace may.be a possibility of the 
isear future, there is no present indication of it. 
Should Italy be able to 


send u great invading force into Austria, the effect of Germany's occupa- 
tion of Belgium and France might be overcome, otherwise there will be no 
possibility of peace until Germany is driven back fo her own frontiers.

cheerfully 


made;by the public. The point which 
struck :the correspondent most forcibly, 
however, was the great preponderance 
of small truck gardens that have been 
started since the war. Every house 
has its little garden, and even the 
parks and public gardens have 
been 


ploughed up and set out under 
grain 


and vegetable crops. In this way, by 
widespread individual effort, it appears 


numbers to bring reflection to the most 
casual reader. 


Last Sunday there were two killed 


and eight seriously injured in motor 
accidents in New England. One of the 
killed was a boy who was riding a mo- 
torcycle at great speed and dashed into 
a stone wall; the other was a boy cy- 
clist who was rtm down by an auto- 
mobile.

marvelous development in our foreign 
trade, especially with South

\Vnrhurg Tnlkfl on War 


Need for greater reliance 
on their 


own resources is one lesson which the 
European war has brought home to the 
nations not involved, in the opinion of 
Paul M. Warburg, member of the fed- 
eral reserve board, who spoke today at 
the Pan-American financial conference. 


Mr. Warburg pointed out that when 


the war began England, then acting as 
banker for the world, felt forced to ask 
for some of the vast sums due her and 
that this request was. reflected in vary- 
ing degrees in countries that were in 
her debt. He spoke of the acute situa- 
tion which resulted in the United States 
and elsewhere on this hemisphere, and 
added: 


"The lesson which all American na- 


tions will have to learn from last year's 
experience is that it Is unwise for the 
world to place its financial dependence 
upon any single nation, and that those 
who can afford to do so, as for Instance 
the United States, should from this 
time on adopt a policy of greater reli- 
ance upon their own resources. Those 
countries which cannot rely exclusively 
upon their own resources should adopt 
a policy of dividing their risks of fin- 
ancial 
dependence as evenly and 
as 


widely as-they possibly can. 


"Europe has done much in developing 


both the northern and southern parts 
of this hemisphere. 
European banks 


and bankers have been our staunch and 
loyal friends in the past. It would be 
unbecoming to us and disloyal at the 
same time were we to forget this or to 
attempt to profit from their misfortune. 


But our own growth and development 
and the unhappy fate that has over- 
come Europe have combined to bring 
about a momentous' turning point in 
our economic history. 
In the future 


tho new world must lean less heavily 
on the.old. 


'The development of all American 


nations 
lies in 
the 
same direction, 


though there will be a difference in de- 
gree. It must bo tho aim of the United 
States from now on to move rapidly 
toward entire financial independence. Ii 
must be the aim of her sister republics 
so to divide the credits needed for their 
further development that the tempor- 
ary breakdown of one credit—or coun- 
try, will not seriously embarrass them. 
They will enjoy the greatest degree of 
safety in this respect of their creditor 
nations are geographically, politically 
and economically separated 
from one 


another as far as possible. So that In 
case one should become Involved, the 
other may be expected to__remain un- 
affected thereby. 


"Though In normal times closely con- 


nected with Europe the American con- 
tinents ought to be so organized as to 
form a distinct unit in times of emer- 
gency—a union whose transportation 
and credit systems 
will 
remain un- 


broken even though all Europe should 
go to war."

Wilson told callers today he did not 
know the causes for the delay of the 
German reply to the American note on 
the Lusitania, but 
he presumed

the

stances arising from Italy's entrance 
into the war. 


While Ambassador Gerard has sent 


several messages bearing on what the 
German reply may be, no direct intima- 
tion had been received concerning it; 
contents and the American governmen 
is really uninformed. 


The German embassy here, however, 


has matle suggestions to the German 
foreign office for the reply and in Ger- 
man quarters it is said the note will he 
of a character to satisfy American pub- 
lic opinion.

on the shipping situation as between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
the president alluded to it as a chronic 
case. It was learned that he believed 
any formal note at this time to Great

ITALY'S 
PART 


The entrance of Italy info the world war breaks the triple alliance 


which has been in existence since 1882 and adds another formidable foe 
to the long list of nations which are striving to defeat fhe Teutonic 
allies. AI no time was Italy wavering towards the side of the Germane. 
It was Italy's contention that the war entered upon by Austria against 
Serbia was one of aggression rather than defense and that this fact 
relieved Italy from her treaty obligations. The Italian government sought 
apparently to maintain neutrality, while negotiating with both sides for 
territorial advantages, but the Italian people showeil unmistakable signs 
of rising against the king and parliament, if Italy had longer refused to 
fake sides against Austria and Geininny. 
Italy is, therefore, in (he war, 


to stay to the finish, and the world is anxiously wailing for the first 
movements of new campaigns. 


Italy is no inconsiderable foe, and her entry adds immensely to the 


strength of the allies. 
Her purpose is a highly inspiring one—to the 


Italian people—and well calculated to create the strong national spirit 
which is shown to be one of the greatest essentials to success in this 
conflict. 
Italy purposes to gain by force what she i'aileil to secure by 


diplomacy—possession of "unredeemed Italy," a strip of territory, Italian 
in sentiment but nominally Austrian near the head o.f the Adriatic. 
She 


has long coveted this territory which includes Trent and Trieste. 
In 


ancient days these states were Italian and 
the people arc 
Italian in 


everything but government. 
Italy also desires other territory, east of the 


.Adriatic and elsewhere. 


At fhe present time it is estimated that Italy has about one million 


wen, first line troops, ready for action, with a reserve of over another 
million. There are also over a million trained men vho are, exempt from 
military service but who could he called upon in an emergency, and 
many volunteer .organizations. 
Her total war strength is computed at 


4,000,000. Since fhe beginning of the war she has made extensive prepara- 
tions.in equipment of every description and military experts of American 
papers speak in the highest terms of the ptliciency of her artillery. 
Her 


siege guns and machine guns are said to be among the best in Europe, 
and she has a powerful fleet in command of the famous and popular duke 
of the Almizzi, including thirteen great battleships, nine armored cruisers, 
•thirteen protected cruisers and a large fleet of destroyers and torpedo 
boats. 
She has also 25 submarines, which will probably be "used wilh 


effectiveness in the Adriatic and in the Dardanelles. Great stress is laid 
on the fact that most of the Italian generals and many of the soldiers of 
the 'first line and: reserve troops have seen actual fighting, and have 
proved their worth as good fighters. 


There is a great deal of uncertainty as to the complexion this latest 


phase of war will tjike in the next few weeks. 
Italy seems anxious to 


.hurl a strong force into Austrian territory, and it was feared by many 
that Germany, would -disregard the neutrality of Switzerland and aid 
Austria with a strong invading force like that which invaded Belgium. 
There is no immediate likelihood of this, however, though the guarantees 
of Germany, to the. Swiss government cannot be regarded as reliable or 
final,' under the circumstances. Whichever side takes the strong offensive, 
the fighting will he heavy and stubborn; battles will have to be fousht in 
.the mountain passes and the strongest preparations have been going 
on for months. 


The moral and indirect effects of Italy's participation in the war 


will be undoubtedly great. 
It may influence Rumania and Greece to do 


likewise, and it will cut-off from Germany many opportunities of getting 
.ammunition and supplies. 
Meanwhile Germany is backing Austria in the 


deliberate preparations which their opponents declare to be the last word 
:in thoroughness and eiiieiency, and though peace may be a possibility of the 
i;ear t'uInre, there is no present indication of it. 
Should Italy be able to 


send a great invading force into Austria, the effect of Germany's occupa- 
tion of Belgium and 1'Vanee might be overcome, otherwise there will he no 
possibility of peace until Germany is driven back to her own frontiers.

cheerfully 


made by the public. 
The point -which 


struck the correspondent most forcibly, 
however, was the great preponderance 
of small truck gardens that have been

'has its 
parks and public gardens have 
been 


ploughed up and set out under grain 
and vegetable crops. In this way. by 
widespread individual effort, it appears 
that Germany expects a far 
higher 


harvest than normal, and the lack of 
farm labor has been met by the women 
who have gone bravely into tho fields. 
Thus the great fidelity of the German 
people to their government is shown in 
a desire to meet every possible emer- 
gency. 


If in time of peace it is well to pre- 


pare for war. it is'also well to prepare 
for prosperity. It may take something 
like a great national calamity to de- 
velop a nation's resources, but the les-

PART 


• . 
The entrance of Italy into the world war breaks the triple alliance 


.which has been in existence since 1882 aud adds another formidable foe 
to the long list of nations which arc striving to defeat the Teutonic 
allies. At 110 time was Italy wavering towards the side of the Germans. 
It was Italy's contention that the war entered upon by Austria against 
Serbia was one of aggression rather than defense and that (his fact 
relieved Italy from her treaty obligations. The Kalian government sought 
apparently to maintain neutrality, while negotiating with both sides for 
territorial advantages, but the Italian people showed unmistakable signs 
of rising against (he king and parliament, if Italy had longer refused to 
take sides against Austria and Germany. Italy is, therefore, in the war, 
to stay to the finish, and the world is anxiously waiting for the first 
movements of new campaigns. 


Italy is no inconsiderable foe, and 'her entry :idds immensely to I lie 


strength of (be allies. 
Her purpose is » highly inspiring one—to (he 


Italian people—and well calculated to create the strong national spirit 
which is shown to be one of the greatest essentials to success in this 
conflict. 
Italy purposes to gain by force what she failed to secure by 


diplomacy—possession of ."unredeemed Italy," a strip of territory, Italian 
in sentiment but nominally Austrian near the head of (he Adriatic,1. 
She 


has long coveted this territory which includes Trent and Trieste. 
In 


ancient days these states were Italian and the people are Italian in 
everything but government. Italy also desires other territory, east of the 
Adriatic and elsewhere. 


At the present time it is estimated that Italy has about one million 


men, first line troops, ready for action, with a reserve of over another 
million. There are also over a million trained men who are exempt from 
military service but who could be called upon in an emergency, and 
many. volunteer organizations.' Her total war strength is computed at 
4,000,000. Since the beginning of the war she ha.s made extensive prepara- 
tions in equipment of every description and military experts of American 
papers, speak in the highest terms of the efficiency of her artillery: 
Her 


siege guns and machine guns are said to be among, the best in Europe, 
and she has a powerful fleet in command of (he famous and popular duke 
of the Abruzzi, including thirteen great battleships, nine armored cruisers, 
thirteen protected, cruisers and a large fleet of destroyers and torpedo 
boats. 
She has also 25 submarines, which will probably be used with 


effectiveness in.the Adriatic and in the Dardanelles. 
Great stress is laid 


on the fact that most of the Italian generals and many of the soldiers of 
the first line and reserve troops have seen actual fighting, and have 
proved their worth as good fighters. 


There is a great deal of uncertainty as to the complexion this latest 


phase of war will take in the next few weeks. 
Italy seems anxious to 


hurl a strong force into Austrian territory, and it was feared by many 
that Germany would disregard the neutrality of Switzerland and aid 
Austria with a strong invading force like that which invaded Belgium. 
There is no immediate likelihood of this, however, though the guarantees 
of Germany to the Swiss government cannot be regarded as reliable or 
final, under the circumstances. Whichever side takes the strong offensive, 
the fighting will be heavy and stubborn; battles will have to. be fought in 
the mountain passes and the strongest preparations have been going 
on for months. 


The moral and indirect effects of Italy's participation hi the war 


.will be undoubtedly great. 
It may influence Rumania and Greece to do 


likewise, and it will cut off from Germ:!ny many opportunities of getting 
ammunition and supplies. 
Meanwhile Oerinany is backing Austria in the 


deliberate preparations which their opponents declare to be the last word 
in thoroughness and efficiency-, and though peace may be a possibility of the 
liear future, there is no present indication of it. 
Should Italy be able to 


send a great invading force into Austria, the effect of Germany's occupa- 
tion of Belgium and France might be overcome, otherwise there will be no 
possibility of peace until Germany is driven back to her own frontiers.

Warburg" T.-llk.s on Wnr 


Need for greater reliance 
on their 


own resources is one lesson which the. 
European war has brought home to the 
nations not involved, in the opinion of 
Paul M. Warburg, member of the fpd- 
eral reserve board, w-ho spoke today at 
the Pan-Amoriean financial conference. 


Mr. Warburg pointed out that when 


the war began England, then acting as 
bunker for the world, felt forced to ask 
for somo of the vast sums due her and 
that this request was reflected in vary- 
ing degrees in countries that were in 
her debt. He spoke of the acute situa- 
tion which resulted in the Unilert States 
ami elsewhere on this hemisphere, and 
added: 


"The lesson which all American na- 


tions will have lo learn from last year's 
expr-rience is that it is unwise for lhe 
v.-orld '.o place Us financial dependence 
upon any single nation, and that those 
who can afford to do so, as for instance 
the United 
Stales, should 
from this 


time on adopt a policy of greater reli- 


re tipon their own resources. 
Those 


countries which eannot rely exclusively 
upon their own resources should adopt 
a policy of dividing their risks of fin- 
ancial 
dependence as evenly and as 


widely as they possibly can. 


"Europe has done much in developing 


both the northern and southern parts 
of this hemisphere, 
European banks 


and bankers have been our staunch and 
loyal friends in the past. It would be 
unbecoming to us and disloyal at the 
same time were we to forget this or to 
attempt to profit from their misfortune
